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Seven on 
Cyprus 
secrets 
charges 


Seven young British service- 
meu were yesterday remanded 
in custody at Bow Street 
magistrates court or charges 
under the Official Secrets Act. 
They had been flown in from 
Cyprus, where they were based. 


Six ûf the men were accused 
of communicating information 
useful to an enemy. The 
seventh faced a lesser charge of 
failing to take reasonable care 
of classified information. 

The seven, all in their early 
or mid-twenties, are members 
of 9 Signal Regiment, a joint 
service organization based at 
the Akrotiri-Episkopi British 
military complex in south-west 
Cyprus. 

Yesterday"s two minute court 
hearing followed 4 two-month 
investigation by British intelli- 
gence officers into possible 
security leaks among service- 
men on the Mediterranean 
island. 

While refusing to comment 
on the allegations yesterday, on 
the ground that they were a 
matter for the courts, #& 
Ministry of Defence spokes- 
man saîd that a thorough . 
investigation into the alleged 
breaches of security was con- 
tinuing. It was too early to say 
what action, if any, would be 
recommended. 

The British bases în Cyprus, 
which are manned by more 
than 4000 servicemen, mainly 
Army personnel, are of con- 
siderable strategic significance. 
The communications centre at 
Akrotiri and Episkopi is 
responsible for gathering much 
of the diplomatic and military 
intelligence available in Tor 
and the Middle East. 

The seven servicemen who 
were remanded in the custody 
of the police until next Thurs- 
day were: Senior Aircraftsman 
Geoffrey Jones, aged 20; SAC 
Adam Lightowler, aged 21; 
SAC Wayne Kriehn, 20 SAC 
Christopher Payne, 24: SAC 
Guwynfer Owen, 21; Signalman 
Martin Tuffy, 22 and Signal- 
man David Hardman, 26. Only 
Payne is married. 1 

Jones, Lightower, Kriehn. 

Payne and Owen are each 
charged under Section I(1) (¢) 
of the Official Secrets Act, 
191F.that between November 1, 
‘1983. and February 7, 1984. for 
a parpose prejudicial to the 
safety or interests of the state, 
they “communicated to another 
person information which was 
calculated to be, or might have 
been. or was intended to be, 
directly or indirectly useful to 
an enemy”. 
Tuffy faces a similar charge 
under tte same section of the 
Act but referring to a day 
between January 9, 1984 and 
February 7, 1984. 

Hardman is charged under 
Section %1) (c) of tbe Official 
Secretsct that between July 1. 
1982, and August 24, 1982 he 
“failed to take reasonable care 
of, or so conducted himself as 
to endanger the safety" of 
classified mformation under bis 
charge.

Full ban on 
DDT begins 
in October

The Ministry of Agriculture 
is banning {he sale and use of 
DDT pesticide from October |. 
This follows the discovery of 
significant levels of DDT in one 
tenth of the samples of apples, 
mushrooms, Ilcttuce. cabl 
and Brussels sprouts tested in a 
survey last year. 

A ministry spokesman said 
yesterday that although the 
levels of the chemical were all 
well within prescribed safety 
limits, the discovery of any 
DDT had been surprising since 
ils use has been nanowly 
restricted in Britain for the past 
decade. 5 Ê 

The possiblity ‘of. banning 
DDT was first raised in the 
carly 1960s after the publication 
of Rachel Carson's book Silent 
Spring. Manufacturers and 
suppliers have now been ad- 
vised by the Ministry that all 
use of the pesticide must end by 
October. 


The Association of Public 
Analysts. which carried out the 
survey for the ministry, had 
claimed that the results proved 
that the voluntary scheme 
restricting the use of DDT had 
not been working effectively. 


In routine checks of fruit and 
vegetables for other pesticides, 
residues were found last year in 
one third of all the samples 
1aken. The level of residue was 
regarded as significant in one 
seventh. : 

The ministry expressed satis- 
faction .that residue levels were 
generally low, but the associ- 
ation said that 1he results 
proved the need for continued 
sampling to enşure compliance 
with the voluntary Pesticide 
Safety Precautions Scheme. 

The association also pointed 
out that organically grown foods 
were as likely to contain 
pesticide residues as other 
foods. ‘

The English visual sense has 
never recovered since. the 
Reformation removed images from 
the eves and placed them, in the 
form of words. in the mind.

One of the great minor arts which 
has peactitally been killed otf in this 
country is that of window display. A 
glance at the Design Centre in the 
Haymarket will confirm how far we 
have surk in this form of presen- 
tation. 

In London at present only four 
shops, Harrods, Harvey Nichols. 
Liberty's and Selfridges, make any 
artempit al dressing their windows aS 
microcosms of current style. Other 
stores like the Army & Navy have 
virtually banished display alto- 
gether, while Barkers has, for the 
past few years, beeu a monument 1O 
expersive vulgarity which provides 
every visitor with regular evidence 
of our decline in taste and design. 

Coıcerm with such a topic may 
seem trivial, but it is not. Any 
visitor 10 a metropolis knows the 
im of the contents of shop 
windows. They. along with advertis- 
ing in the form of posters, provide 
the most inrmnediate impression of ã 
countrys international awareness of 
current style and fashion and, more 
importanlly, its own contribution. 
One of the great pleasures of being 
in New York is that stroll down 
Fifth Avenue. above all at Christmas 
tUme. The windows of the great 
department stores are dressed wiih a 
breathtaking sense of occasion 
reflecting the seasons, each tableau a 
work of art in its own right telling 
the potentlial purchaser of the 
movement of style by providing, like 
a fashion magazine, a heightened, 
even antastüic. vision of it. 

In London, that abifity has gone 
1o the detriment both of our 
commerce and our international 
image. We had it once. strangely 
enough in that beleaguered, imtPOv= 
erished. design-reforming era. the 
1950s. Janine Janet was the great 
exponent in Paris, but London had 
its own genius in Eric Lucking 
whose dressing of Liberty’s windows 
was so astounding that, as an art 
siruck schoolboy, I used to voyage 
just to stand and stare in wonder at 
them. And it was all done with bales 
of fabric and pins without ever 
wielding scissors. It was a tradition 
of brilliance kept going by his 
successor. Roy Gentry. During the 
same period Simpsons windows 
were dressed bv Natasha Kroll and 
they too were points of reference on 
British style.

David Nicholson-Lord on the garden festival's real significance 


Mountains out of dolehills 


On May 2, when the Queen Opens 
the Liverpool Garden ‘Festival just a 
sirens wail away from the scene of 
the 1981 Toxteth riots, the as- 
sembled dignitaries wil] climb a tall 
wooded hill to gaze across the 
Mersey estuary at the Cheshire plain 
and the distant mountains of north 
Wales. It will weather permitting, 
be a fine view. The hill is the highest 
point on the river bank and, should 
Her Majesty care to make the ascent, 
she will find on its slopes the 
elements of a sylvan idyll — glades of 
oak and beech, bluebells in drifts, a 
reed-fringed tarn sheltered by alder 
and willow. Appearances, however, 
are deceptive. 

The hil is made of rubbish. 
roughly a quarter of a million tons of 
il from a Liverpool council tip. piled 
up into a 140fl high landform 
covering 25 acres, capped with clay 
and with a final 18 inches of topsoil. 
It is, in shorl, man-made and is both 
the most potent and ambiguous 
sımbol of the urban renaissance the 
festival is designed to usher in. For 
in half a century's time. when 
Planting has matured and memories 

lave dimmed. it will almost 
cerlainly be regarded as entirely 
natural. 

A moral hangs thereby, but it 
seems destiued to be lost as the 
festival publicity machine cranks 
into top gear. The theme of this will 
be achievement, altho’ debate 
will continue over the vance to 
the economic condition of Mersey- 
side.

The regime 
lacks structure, and the faction- 
fighting within it is only just 
below the surface. Efforts ‘to 
form a natonwide slate of 
candidates broke down. There 
are rival candidates ir most 
constituencies, though they are 
forbidden officially to support 
each other. The Iranian ‘people 
could be said to have the choice 
which Marx claimed was typical 
of bourgeois democracy: the 
right to choose Hs oppressors 
every five years. : 

Three factions have been 
discerned among the ruling 
clergy by those. relatively well 
placed t0 observe them.

In iis discussion of the law on 
incest, the Criminal Law Re- 
vision Committee (CLRC) starts 
from the position that incestuous 
relationships are “wholly unde- 
sirable for the individual and for 
our society and potentially 
harmful with possible long-term 
psychological consequences for 
1hose involved and their famil- 
ies." These are the words of the 
Policy Advisory Committee, set 
up by Mr Roy Jenkins when he 
was Home Secrelary 10 advise 
ihe CLRC which now adopts 
them as ils “own approach” in 
discussing the subject in its 
report this week on Sexual 
Offences. The CLRC also ac- 
knowlcdges that the available 
evidence “appears to establish 
1hat where the parties 10 an 
incestuous relationship are re- 
lated in the first degree (parent- 
child, brother-sister) there is a 
high risk that any children born 
1o them will suffer from a serious 
defect.” 

Yet despite this evidence, the 
CLRC "broadly shares™ the view 
of the Policy Advisory Com- 
mittee that the genetic risk “is 
not very imporlant to a consider- 
alion of the justification for an 
offence of incesL™ This judge- 
ment is founded on the curious 
logic that since society does not 
intervene in cases where heredi- 
tory discase is a risk to the 
offspring of a sexual relationship, 
it should not do so in the matter 
of incest simply because the 
offspring may suffer disability. 
That, however, is not the kind of 
logic which will appeal to the 
common sense of most people, 
and neither will the CLRC"sS 
recommendation that brother- 
sister incest should cease to be 
an offence under the criminal 
law over the age of 2l.

Although aã form of 
cricket has probably been 
played in this country from the 
Middle Ages ~— {there are 
references 10 it from 1300 
onwards ~ what is believed to 
be the earliest surviving bat, 
now in the pavilion at the Oval 
in London, is inscribed “J.C. 
1739". J.C. was one John 
Chitty. 


John, Small, born in 1717, is 


one of the game's immortals. 


Afler his death a painted sign E 


was hung .from ' his 
declaring: 

Here lies John Small 
Afakes Bat and Ball 
Pitch a wicket, Play at Cricket 
With any Man in England. 

And indeed he did. It is 
recorded that John Small was 
not “clean-bowled” for several 
years, and once held All 
England bowlers at bay for three 
days. This was at Harmbledon in 
Hampshire, widely. but incor- 
rectly known as the birthplace 
of cricket. 

iginally. when bowling was 
truly howling - in other words, 
underband along the ground — 
cricket bats were curved and 
club-like, a cross between a 
hockeystick and 4a stone-age 
club. By the mid-eighteenth 
century,; however, round-arm 
bowling and the “length” ball 
which bounced had come into 
the game. By 1he 1770s, when 
ihe wicket had evolved from 
1wo stumps into three, a 
genileman called While was 
marketing a siraight bat in the 
Reigate area of Surrey. 

The first Laws of Cricket, 
devised in 1744, did not 
regulate the size of a bat, but 
afer an incident, also at 
Reigate. when a batsman took 
guard with a bat wider than the 
wicket, completely obscuring 
sight of the stumps, 1he width of 
the bat was restricted to 4% in. 
There it has remained to this 
day. 

In 1776 William Pett of 
Sevenoaks sold 11 bats at two 
shillings and sixpence each 1o 
the Duke of Dorset; he must 
have made an impression for 
two years Jater the “the best sort 
of cricket bas" from Williaa 
Pett had nearly doubled in price 
to four shillings or four and 
sixpence each. It is a tribute to. 
Victorian economic manage- 
ment that 10Û years later, ir 
1880. reasonably good bats sold 
at only seven shillings and 
sixpence, while the “very best 
cane-handled” bat cost a 
guinea. Today the top whack for 
a bat is about £70. ۴ 

By .the end of the nineteenth 
century the firms which are now 
household names tiroughout 
1he cricket world had begun 1o 
establish themselves. Fred Lilly- 
white, who put up the idea and 
the money for the first-overseas 
tour by an England team ~ to 
Canada and the United States 
in 1859 - had set up his 
manufacturing base at the Oval 
witb Jobo Wisden, ر‎ of

“narrow, {eafy lanes of Essex, 
tind a gate in the sprawling 
rhododendron bushes and po 
rourid the back of a tall red- 
hrick Victorian house in Lite 
Baddow. 


There, beside a level patch of 
grass that might once have been 
a tennis court, was a long low 
shed packed with chunks of 
willow, bundles of cane, spoke- 
shaves, planes, chisels and 
wnodshavings. .A choked and 
.filthy gas rıng warmed a pot of 
smelly glue from which ob- 
truded a slıck which might once 
have been a paintbrush. 

Along the wall, a stack of 
cricket bats of all sizes stood 
inı ing the touch and an amber 
luminosity spread from the 
xıcllowing windows. Il was 
magic. 

I was taken there, as were 
hundreds like me, to be bought 
my first cricket bat, and I made 
mention of it in a book. It 
evoked such potent memories 
in one Harry Crabtree (as rustic 
a name as 1hal of any man who 
cıer held a bat) that he wrote to 
me. ل‎ 2 E 
Crabtree played for Essex, 
and later became the supremo 
of all the cricket coaches at, 
Lord's. director of physical 
education for Essex, and presi- 
dent of the Eastern Counties 
Rugby Union. He wrote of old 
Walter Warsop, 1he batmaker: 
“If ever I was browned off I 
used to slip up to Little Baddow 
and sit and falk to Walter as he 
worked. I think he must have 
broken every factory safety 
measure. He'd light his pipe 
with a shaving from 2 e lit 
from the gas heating the glue. 

“He used to make bats 
specıally balanced for me. He'd 
make it heavy at the bottom 
and spokeshave the bulge higher 
up the bat. I uscd i10 love 
square-cutting and hitting and 
the lighicr balance suiied me. 

"He achieved a remarkable 
record. He planted a willow sett, 
grew it to maturity, cut it down 
himself. made a bat and scored 
a century with it. He did that 


° twice in his lifetime.” 


Xh. you might say. but that 
was 1hen,. You dont get 
craftsmen like that these days: 
everything is done by machines. 
And you'd be wrong. Every year 
more than a quarter of a million 
cricket bats are made in 
England, and although ma- 
chines 1ake out some of the 
harder graf. the shaping, 
finishing and delicate balancing 
is sull done by hand. 

Waller Warsop died in his 
seventies, sill playing cricket 
and making bats. His grandson 
Max now makes 1hem in a’ 
similar hut at an old gravel pit 
in Danbury, not two rniles away 
from his grandfathers home. 
He works with Harry Stebbing. 
a bat-shaper who once worked 
tor Walter. and 1he Warsop- 
Sıebbing name is well known 
and respected as one of the 


smaller firms operating today.

temperatures that rarely drop 
below freezing or climb above 
75°F. However, the weather can 
be unpredictable: when I ar- 
rived there at the height of 
summer in January, having left 
Sydney sweltering, Hobart 
demanded a sweater, and it was 
drizzling. 

Sounds familiar. Tasmania is 
the most British part of 
Australia, right down to the odd 
historic house and the Devon- 
shire tea. It is a pity she iş so 
neglected by the tourist. But 
not, I think, for much longer. A 
year ago a mighty fight brought 
her much attention. 

It was about a dam which 
the Tasmanian vernment 
thought it would like to build 
across the Franklin River in 
south-west Tasmania, home of 
one of the worid’'s last temper- 
ate rain forests and one of the 
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Linda Christmas on the beauty of the Tasm:

world’s last wild rivers. 
call this the Wilderness and it is 
magnificent, wortby of its world 


There has always been a gulf 
between Tasmania and the rest 
of Australia. It is called the Bass 
Strait, and it produces differ- 
ences and difficulties out of all 
proportion to its size. 

Tasmania refers to the rest of 
Australia, about 100 miles 
away, as “the mainland” and its 
inhabitants a5 “mainlanders”. 
And how do mainlanders feel 
about Tassie? Most of the time 
they do not feel much atî all. 
Earlier this cen: the resi- 
dents of Sydney and Mefbourne 
flocked 1here t10 avoid the 
summer heal, btt since air- 
conditioning and cheap flights 
to Bali, the numbers have 
decreased. So now when they 
cast a thought southwards it is 
usually to moan that the island 
hanging off the edge there is a 
drain on the family purse. 

The Federal government has 
giver Tasmania more money 
per capita than any other state 
because she is the smallest and 
because her population is tiny — 
less than half a million - and 
because that strip of water 
causes economic difficulties 
which at times seem insuper- 
able. One Prime Mimister 
became so exasperated that he 
said he wiskted he could get a 
piece of rope and haul Tassie to 
the mainland or else cut her 
loose and hope she would float 
away. 

But Tassie is unmoved and 
refuses 10 allow dollars from 
Canberra to bribe her into’ 
subservience, She is fiercely 
proud and independent. When

Pasolini was an avowcd 
Marxist who had been arrested 
afler a previous film for 
insulting the church. And yet he 
was able 1o separate the 
institution from the man and 
twat the life of Jesus with 
eloquence and understanding. 

His interpretation of Christ, 
as an angry young man in a 
hurry, may not be everyones 
but it is realized with such 
cinematic skill that it com- 
mands respect. While Stevens's 
film is Hollywood artifice at ils 
most oppressive, Pasolini 
achieves an almost documen- 
tary freshness and immediacy. 

In this he was helped by his 
choice of actors and locations. 
While Stevens shot in Utah (as 
being “more like Palestine than 
Palestine") Pasolini eschewed 
such grandeur for {he sparse 
landscapes and poor villages of 
southern Italy. Where The 
Grreutest Story constantly dis-

these through its doors this year 
and for many years to come.

After the timc Irip described 
above. we moved down the 
Viking strcet feeling as though 
we were on a personally 
conducted tour of a magnificent 
film set on which everyone had 
worked unslintingly to get every. 

As a crafi exercise, 
this recreation of a Viking 
village could not be faulted. The 
shops and houses (almost life 
size) have been constructed 
exactly as 1ihcy would have 
stood, with the possible cacep- 
tion of the roofs. since no trace 
of these was found on the site, 
although they are authentic for 
the period. Al the traders’ 
wares. leather goods, jewelry, 
wood-turned buckets, orna- 
ments. fruil and vegetables are 
replicas of originals found here. 
as arc the clothing fabrics, 
woven and dyed 1o match 
unearthed remnants. :

“inhabitants” are engaged. from 
wood-turner to weaver, house- 
wife to herring, fisherman, a 
equally authentic. since 
dence of all these Oscupat ns 
was found during the dig.
